He takes the ground that the 
adoption of the resolution can be noth- 
ing more than an expression of opinion 
by the senate and house or advice to 
the executive how to exercise the dis- 
cretion, he holds.

solely. Not even a two-thirds vote of 
both houses can take away this right 
of the executive. 
Unless the President 


revises the conclusions already reached 
and officially declared, the 
resolution 


will be without effect and will leave 
nnaltered the attitude of this govern- 
ment towards the

patties in Cuba. 


The unusual proceeding of Secretary 


Olney, giving to the public a 
discus- 


sion of foreign affairs during the ab- 
sence of the President is regarded as an 
indication of fear on his part of serious 
disturbances in Spain, growing out of 
excitement among the people aroused 
by the attitude of the United States. 
It is understood that the President has 
taken the view of the secretary of state, 
or at least will abide by his construc- 
tion, which makes the recognition of 
the independence of Cuba purely 
an 


executive function. 
Hence, if the res- 


olution is adopted and is vetoed by the 
President and then passed orer his 
veto, it will still be regarded by the 
President as inoperative. 
It is then 


a question how the matter can 
be 


brought before the supreme court. The 
only course for congress in case of a 
dead-lock with the President is to de- 
clnre war. 


Senator Cameron's report to accom- 


pany the resolution is said to cover the 
whole caso exhaustively, and the Sena- 
tor will attempt to show that congress 
has an undoubted right to recognize 
the independence of Cuba. 
He takes 


the opposite ground from 
Secretary 


Olney. 


Senator Hill will lead the opposition 


to the resolution and hopes to defeat it. 
He says he feels certain that Senator 
Sherman will not vote for it.

claims that more than two-thirds of 
the senate and house are in favor of the 
resolution.

has 110 doubt but that a majority of 
the committee believe if the resolution 
is passed over the President's veto he 
will be bound to execute it as law.

The text of the resolution is as fol- 


lows: Joint resolution acknowledging' 
the independence'of Cuba. 


Resolved, By the senate and house 


of representatives of the United States | 
of American in congress assembled, j 
that the independence of the republic | 
of Cuba be and the same is hereby ac- 
knowleged by the United States of 
America, 


Sections. Thafc the United States will 


use its friendly offices with the gov- 
ernment of Spain to bring to a close 
the war between Spain and Cuba. 


There is an impression among some 


' of the members of the committee that 


the president will veto the resolution, 
It being joint in. its character and re- 
quiring the executive approval or dis- 
proval, If Mr. Cleveland should enter 


V3»B veto, it is claimed that congress 


would be able to pass the resolution 
"by the necessary two-thirds vote. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The house 


heard with surprise of the action of 
the senate foreign relations commit- 
tee in recognizing tho independence of 
Cuba, and if the opinion of the mem- 
bers of the foreign affnirs committee 
and some of the democratic and repub- 
lican leaders in the house is to be ta- 
ken as a criterion, the popular branch 
of the government will not sustain the 
position taken by the senate commit- 
tee. 
Mr. Hitt, of Illinois, chairman of 


of the house committee, is out 
of

city, 
and 
is 
not 
expected 


to return until after tho holidays re- 
cess. Several other members of the 
committee were cot in their scats Fri- 
day and have presumably left town. 
Of those who remain—and of this num- 
ber, a United Associated Presses re- 
porter talked with five—the entire 
quintet strongly opposed any action at 
this time. The republicans objected 
to any step which would in their opin- 
ion bring- about a war with Spain on 
the ground that the McKinley admin- 
istration ought not to be met at the 
very moment of coining into power 
by so serious au international prob- 
lem. 


A member of the house foreign af- 


fairs committee said the time for action 
had passed; that the island was bank- 
rupt; that American interests in Cuba 
are destroyed; that our commerce with 
the island lias practically disappeared 
and that recognition now would be a 
mere sentiment without a practical 
consideration behind it. 
"If," said he, 


"we want a war with Spain for a sen- 
timent, we are rvt liberty to have it, 
but not with my consent." 


Another member of the committee 


expressed his belief that the United 
States had better attend to its own 
business and not po dancing through 
the congress of nations with a chip on 
its shoulder spoiling for a fight. 


Members of the foreign affairs com- 


mittee expressed their surprise at tho 
change of sentiment among their col- 
leagues. 
The prediction was freely 


made that, notwithstanding the unan- 
imity with which the resolution was 
reported by the senate committee, it 
was doubtful 
if the senate 
would 


adopt it, or at least not without a very 
considerable delay.

believed that the senate resolution 
could pass the house.
